- Pointing to wars and 
rumours of wars, they have said that 
the annual revival of an outworn blessing 
was discredited by the facts of modern 
life, and was a tribute, indeed, to man’s 


apparently, has reached the conclusion 
that the Cantonese upheaval, in the words 
of M. Vandervelde, is ‘‘ the expansion of 
a great national movement in China.” He 
recognises that the Chinese people have 
certain legitimate grievances, and seems to 
have advised the British Government that 
reasonable concessions ought to be made. 
One of these concessions, according to well- 
informed, though unofficial sources, is the 
granting of the Customs sur-taxes and 
their collection by the Chinese authorities. 
M. Vandervelde also hints that a change 
is contemplated in the system of consular 
jurisdiction. He points out, very properly, 
that grave injustice would be caused by 
the sudden abandonment of extra-terri- 
torial rights ; but he suggests that a period 
of transition might ‘be instituted, during 
which the foreign communities might have 
time to accustom themselves to the change.

The snow 
clogged their steps; but they held on and 
hours passed until the ‘twilight had 
advanced, though dimly, and then they 
struggled to the top of a steep hill in the 
snow-covered plain.

OVERTIME QUESTION.

WHAT ENGLISH CIVIL 
SERVANTS WILL GET. 


The decisions of the Industrial Court 
were published in London yesterday con- 
cerning overtime worked by executive 
officers, higher clerical officers, and higher 
executive officers of the British Civil 
Service. 

The Court, with regard to the higher 
executive class made no recommendations, 
but were of opinion with regard to the 
executive and higher clerical classes that 
overtime pay should not be a matter of 
right, but overtime should always be ex- 
pressly authorised by a responsible officer 
when pay was to be made. 

Overtime ‘should not-be paid unless 200 
hours or more were worked in consecutive 
periods of four weeks from the beginning 
of the authorised overtime. Overtime 
should be paid in respect of hours 1n ex- 
cess of 184 hours to officers conditioned to 
a 42-hour week, and 192 hours to officers 
conditioned to a 44-hour week in such con- 
secutive periods. 

The rate paid for overtime should be a 
flat rate per hour, which, without being 
exact, should approximate to the salary 
calculated as an hourly rate. The maxi- 
mum hourly rate payable should be 5s. 
The Court noted that the rate offered had 
not been less than 3s. 4d. per hour.

THE IRISH CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Our Correspondent writes :— 

The contest in Belfast for the Irish chess 
championship of 1926-7 is over. When the 
original tourney concluded three were left 
with equal total scores—J. J. O'Hanlon we 
holder), P. J. McMahon (the présent Belfast 
champion), and W, J. Allen (previous 
champion). 

A two-round tourney among these three, 
all Ulster players, was prescri by the 
Irish Chess Union at the close of the Congress 
last Saturday week. Althoygh the tourney is 
not yet completed, the doubt about the cham- 
pionship is determined; for Mr. O'Hanlon 
has emerged the victor in each of thé three 
games he has payed, and neither of his rivals 
could, at the best, draw nearer than a point 
behind him. 

lt is a triumph in which every Irish chess 
player can réjoice; for no man born in this 
country has done go much to im on the | M 
Continent of Europe the power of Irish chess 
players since the days of the great Alexander 
MacDonnell, nearly a century ago. 

MacDonnell is, in all the current histories 
of the game, complacently set down as an 
English player, for the simple reason that 
many of his games were played in London. 
He was a County Antrim man, born of an 
old County Antrim stock, which made its 
‘name and place of origin respected wherever 
it showed its presence. He was a gon of Dr; 
Alexander MacDonnell, of Belfast, and, ac- 
cordingly, a cousin of Sir Alexander, whose 
statue is to be seen in front of Tyrone House 
in Dublin, where he was the first Resident 
Commissioner of National gs This 
great Belfasiman was the only player in the 
world who could he found to hold a chance 
against the world’s greatest player of the 
day, Louis de la Bourdonnais, who held for 
France the supremacy that had come down 
from Philidar, through his own master, 
Deschapelles, and of all these he was the 
finest player. MacDonnell died, at the 4 
of 357, during the ogres of the long 
éf games with Bourdonnais, layed 
alternately in the tee capitals. | 

Mr. O'Hanlon thus succeeds to an honour- 
able inheritance, which is wall haneated in 
his keeping. For the first time in his life he 
has had to justify his tenure of the Irish 
championship, since he won it ftom. Mr. 
Rynd, by embarking in a general tourney 
against all comers on equal terms with them. 
selves. This is in accordance with the “to 
regulation of the Irish Chess Union.
